For Attempted Arson 


Found Gull~y Under Section 612 of 
Criminal Code — Fire Followed a 
Dispute Over Money Matters— 
Given 10 Days on Assault Charge 


A six months jJall term was the sen- 
tence given James Hamilton, coal 
nine operator, when he appeared in 
court Wednesddy afternoon charged 
with at-empted arson. The case was 
prosecuted by Constable R.1C. Fenn, 
k.C.M.P., ard tried by 8. H. Bdwards, 
police magistrate. 


Hamilton was arrested April 26, 
following a fire that morning at the 
White Ash Mine, south of Bassano. 
Ihe fire destroyen Hamilton's resi- 
uence atd endangered the Finlayson 
residence. The blaze followed a dis- 
pute between accused and John C. 
Finlayson, son of Jas. B. Finlayson, 
Inine owner, over a getlement of cer- 
taln mine property. 

Four witresses testified that when 
Hanidlton tailed to come to a settle- 
nent wath Finlayson over money 
matters, accused threatered to burn 
the mine buflldings. According to 
witnesses’ testimony, the fire was 
observed in the residence of Hamil- 
ton a short tine after the dispute, 
and the blaze threatened to spread 
to the Finlayson home, 96 feet dis- 
tant Furniture was taken from the 
Finlayson home to save it if the 
building caught flre, it was sald. 

Witresseg were Mrs. J. B. Finlay- 
son, Mrs. Marjorie Finlayson, John 
Co Finlayson, Wim. Mair, Andrew 
Hetherington, J. Fraser, and Sergt. 
JoN. Cawsey 
The charge that accused did un- 
lawiully and wilfully set fire to a 
building so situated that he knew a 
buildirg owned by James B. Finlay- 
son Was likely to catch fire there- 
from, contrary to Section 612 of the 
Criminal Code of Canada.
